According to the 
German consular agents the Constitu- 
tionalists were concerned in the raid, 
but Gen. Jesus Carranza asserts that 
the looters belonged to a bandit or- 
ganization calling themselves revolu- 
tionists simply to deceive the people. 
Two expeditions have been sent from 
thia point with provisions for the 
stranded Americans and Germans, 
but no authentic news is expected 
for two weeks yet.

YAQUI VALLEY SETTLEMENTS 
GOING TO RUIN. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct, 2.—[{ Exclusive Dispatch. 
Charles F. O’Brien, general sales 
agent of the Yaqui Valley, Los An- 
Seles, has been unable thus far to get 
an answer from the State Department 
to his recent telegram with reference 
to the return of settlers to the Yaqui 
Valley. He enlisted Senator Perkins 
in his behalf, but the Senator has had 
no better success in hreaking down 
the barrier of silence maintained on 
this subject by Mr. Bryan. 

In a letter to Senator Perkins 
O’Brien says: “Mr. Bryan has not 
honored me with a reply to my tele- 
gram, neither have I heard from 
President Wilson. I understand that 
Mr. Bryan has replied to some of the 
Americans who went to their homes 


ego. 

“My telegram, however, he has ig- 
nored. In order that my position 
may be plaitily understood, permit 
me to inform you that in a sense I 
Am one of the settlers, as I have a 
large ranchgin the valley which I am 
farming. y superintendent, J. J. 
Donovan, is one Of the Americans 
brought out by the Buffalo.

HEAVY GUNS COMING TO 
LOS ANGELES HARBOR. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
W THE TIMES, Oct. 2.—{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.} Secretary of 
War Garrison outlined today to Con- 
gressman Stephens the programme of 
the War Department for the fortifica- 
tions commanding Los Angeles harbor 
for the coming year. 

It is the policy of the department 
to ask fer only as much money of 
Congress as can be expended advan- 
tageously during the year for which 
appropriation is made. As is well 
known to the people of Los Angeles, 
the government acquired through the 
efforts of Senator Fiint a site for the 
fortifications of Los Angeles Harbor. 
Since then there has been done con- 
siderable work in preparing for the 
mounting ef the guns. Last year 
$100,000 wa appropriated for em- 
placement for heavy ordnance, and 
this year, or rather at the coming ses- 
mon beginning December, the War 
Department will ask Congress to ap- 
propriate $250,000 additional for this 
purpose. 


Last year Congress appropriated 
$128,000 for guns. The estimates of 
the War Department for next year 
—— for an additional $336,800 for 
t Pp 

This sum will provide the forts 
overlooking Los Angeles Harbor with 
four fourteen-inch guns, larger than 
are mounted in most any other forts 
in the country, and with four three- 
inch guns, useful in searching out tor- 

© boats, and eight-inch mortars, 
together with the ‘carriages and em- 
placements for the same. 

With this armament, composed of 
the most modern weapons known to 
military science, the harbor of Los 
Angeles will be well protected from 
any possible assailant to seaward, al-

which is declared by detectives to be 
the most important capture of its 
kind consummated in the West. 

Frank Williams, introduced as Mr. 
Price, and branded by Bertilion ex- 
perts as the notorious “McCrea, alias 
Morrison.“ of New York, London, 
Paris and Berlin, sought by secret 
service men from Caleutta to Buenos 
Ayres, is a prisoner at Central Police 
Station. 

Detective Leigh, after shadowing 
his quarry across the continent in a 
dozen different disguises, and after 
having failed to lure him into a score 
of well-laid traps, made the arrest at 
Redondo Beach yesterday under dra- 
matic circumstances. 

A 140-word telegram sent to the 
District Attorney of New York and 
oll the chief of New York detectives 

last night by the eastern officer sig- 


nifies the importance of the arrest, 
the officers say. 

Williams is technically hela as a 
fugitive from justice, and will be tak- 
en to New York immediately by the 
eastern officer and a special guard to 
be detailed at the expense of the State 
of New York from the Los Angeles 


The prisoner is understood to have 
waived extradition, but Detective 
Leigh came prepared with papers for 
his return and a plan for the capture 
of other men wanted in the East and 
believed to be in hiding here. 


Fearing to alarm any of the mem- 
rs of the international bunco clique, 
who would naturally fly the city on 
receipt of news of an arrest in con- 
nection with the gang, detectives at 
headquarters here refused last night 
to make any statements that might 
embarrass the eastern officer's efforts. 

Wiliams was arrested at Redondo 
Beach after having been introduced to 
everybody of consequence at the re- 
sort by a man of high standing in 
the community, and after Williams 
had plecarded the resort with allur- 
ing realty advertisements. 

Detectives declare, while refusing 
to speak of the prisoner himself, that 
the criminal clique which the eastern 
officer has been chasing has operated 
in every big city in the United States 
and Europe, and that their operations 
have netted them a hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Willlams, or McCrae, was arrested 
in the office of Harry Brolaski, the 
reformed gambler, mo exposed the 
Chicago bunco men. Brolaski refused 
to say anything in connection with 
the case last night. 

The gang with which Williams is 
declared to have been aasociated in 
New York was practically broken up 
a year ago, when a number of ar- 
rests were made in the East. Wil- 
Hams, however, the officers say, es- 
caped and joined confederates in 
France. 


The chase was taken up by the 
French officers, but they were led to 
the borders of England. Williams 
jumped from England to Germany 
and succeeded in evading arrest. 

Five weeks ago, the police say, he 
returned to this county and itmme- 
diately came to California, isolating 
himself in Redondo under one of his 


aliases and being introduced by Harry 
Brolaski.

Training to Be Purt 
of Instruction. 


Los Angeles Sets Fast Pace 
in Education. 


Board Adopts Plan to Pro- 
duce Business Giants. 


Planting the seed of business em- 
ciency in the Los Angeles schools, the 
Board of Education yesterday took 
the first step toward reaping a future 
harvest of industrial perfection in the 
classrooms. . Incidentally, by inaugu- 
rating the mercantile efficiency sys- 
tem, the board started an innovation 
that sets the pace fpr all other public 
school systems and add» a new angle 
in vocational instruction that no 
doubt will attract attention over the 
continent. 

Some of the big business men of Los 
Angeles backed the Board of Educa- 
tion in the adoption of the mercantile 
efficiency plan and it received the 
unqualified indorsement of the board 
members at the regular meeting yes- 
terday. In fact’ u committee of busi- 
ness men canvassed the situation and 
reported the plan to the board. The 
board then employed Otte Buehrmann 
of Chicago te teach the efficiency 
course to the teachers who in turn 
will inculcate its instructive features 
in the minds of 271,000 pupils in the 
high school and in the intermediate 
grades. 


The course begins with pupils in 
the seventh grade and is to be en- 
larged through the high school work. 
The idea back of the movement is to 
emphasize upon the young men and 
women that they are junior directors 
in the corporation of Los Angeles. 
and that they must be fitted to meet 
the exigencies of business that arise 
in every-day life. 

CLASSROOM BUSINESS. 


Each classroom where mercantile 


‘lefficiency is to be taught will assume 


the aspect of a stockholders’ meeting. 
The ethical foundation of business is 
taught, the value of honesty, ihe 
paychology of commercia:ism are ex- 
plained. 

Then the stockholders are gradual- 
ly acquainted with the general know!- 
edge of business ethics, the books are 
opened and with the knowledge cf 
arithmetic, English and penmanship. 
the stockholders or junior directors 
start business. Through the course 
they prepare themelves for the em- 


the future. 

Here is where the first definite con- 
nection is seen between the mercan- 
tile efficiency plan in the schools and 
the business efficiency plan adopted 
by the city through the commission 
recently appointed for that purpose. 
The former produces the material for 
future consumption, so that when a 
youth is graduated from the hich 
school he has a pretty fair idea of 
business principles and may not start 
at a disadvantage. 

COMPREHENSIVE COURSE. 

The course to be installed includes 
the following subjects: 

Great emphasis on business arith- 
metic, business English and penmar- 
ship; efficient business methods a 
plied to the ordinary things of every- 
day life; business ethics; cost of tiv- 
ing: psychology of business: habits of 
thrift; choice of occup.tiens;: different 
kinds of business conducted in Los 
Angeles city, and opportunities for 
young men and women in the differ- 
ent occupations; qualities and qualifi- 
cations necessary to success; the dig- 
nity and importance of a business 
career; the obligations of a business 
man or woman to soctlety; businces 
life aa a character builder, absolute 
necessity of honesty for ultimate suc- 

cess in business; wages; the univer- 
— of business in the affairs of 
men; salesmanship...

CALIFORNIA'S ALLOWANCE. 


Money for Road and Trail Work in 
Angeles Forest Will Be Available 
Next Winter. 

R. H. Chariton, Supervisor of the 
Angeles national forest, received in- 
formation yesterday that the appor- 
tionment of Calffornia under the va- 
rious acts of Congress, appropriat- 


‘ing a certain per cent. of all moneys 


received from the national forests 
throughout the country during any 
fiscal year for the benefit of the 
public schools, and the construction 
of roads and trails, will amount to 
$86,873, to be sheared by all of the 
counties in this State in which a 
national forest reserve is located. 

Of this amount San Bernardino 
county will receive $3000, and Lor 
Angeles county, $4000. The roads 
and trails provided for are in addi- 
tion to those built from the national 
forest permanent improvement fund, 
primarily to facilitate administration 
and protection. The passage of these 
various acts is for the pu 
recouping the counties for the loss of 
revenue by taxation on land entered 
by settlers.on the various reserves 

The first of these bills set apart 10 
per cent. of all money received from 
each forest reserve; the agricultural 
appropriation act of May 23. 1908, 
appropriated 25 per cent., that of 
August 10, 1912, appropriated an 
additional 10 per cent. The Weeks 
law of March 1, 1911, provided for 
the acquisition of lands for the pur- 
of conserving the navigability 
of rivers, and appropriated an ad- 
ditional 6 per cent. for that purpose. 

In addition to the above, the States 
of Arizona and New Mexico are en- 
titled by the provisions of the act 
authorizing their admission, to ap- 
proximately 11 per cent. of the gross 
proceeds of all the national forests 
in those States return for the 
school sections Within the national 
Ttorest. 

It is expected that the allowance for 
work in the Angeles national reserve 
will be avaliable for road and trat 
work during the coming Winter.

“Conditions in California are con- 
stantly changing for the better from 
our point of view. More enemies than 
friends of the liquor traffic are find- 
ing their way here and*establishing 
homes, but most of these friends of 
temperance are now enlisted in local 
anti-liquor movements which are rap- 
idly driving the traffic from many 
parts of the State, creating a tremen- 
dous public sentiment that will in the 
near future place California in the 
dry column. 


FORCES DIVIDED. 


“We realize that an initiative cam- 
paign at this time for an amendment 
to the Constitution would be exceed- 
ingly harmful to the wonderfully suc- 
cessful local work in which we are 
engaged. We are unanimous and pro- 
nounced in opposition to a Statewide 
movement at this time, and thus the 
temperance forces of the State are 
divided. At no time in the history 
of the nation has such a movement 
been successful when forced upon the 
people at a time believed to be in- 
opportune by a large percentage of 
those in favor of temperance. 

“Experience has shown that vigor- 

ous local work is the most effective 
n creating public sentiment, nd 
never were the aggressive temperance 
forces of the State so largely and en- 
thusiastically engaged in the prosecu- 
tion of local issues as now. Cam- 
paigns under the initiative provisions 
of city charters and State laws are 
being pressed unceasingly: a State- 
wide campaign is on for the election 
of a Legislature that will give us 
additional needed legislation to make 
the laws effective against the liquor 
traffic; for the enactment of a lw 
creating dry zones around all univer- 
sities, colleges, public schools and 
military posts and reservations, and 
for the adoption of a. prohibitory 
amendment to the national Consti- 
tution. 
„All these important and practical 
movements would be greatly hindered 
if.mot utterly defeated by the pro- 
posed State-wide initiative for an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
State at this time. It would force 
upon the people of the churches, from 
whom the money would largely have 
to come, a burden of not less than 
$250,000 for the proper prosecution 
of the campaign and they are not now 
able to bear such a burden. 

“With the great increase in popu- 
lation that will come as a result of 
the two great expositions and the 
opening of the Panama Canal, the 
adoption of a prohibitory amend- 
ment will be much less difficult than 
now. The great influx of foreigners, 
who will not be voters, will stimu- 
late the better classes to unite in the 
adoption of such an amendment. The

Further Inflation Makes Car Ride 
Hard—-Many Different Views as to 
Amount of Pressure Necessary and 
How Best to Gauge the Pressure.

“Tires that are 
ond be inflated slowly at first, un- 
Jul there is quite an amount of air in 
them, when the inflation may proceed 
more rapidly,” says Carl Schulz. of 
the W. D. Newerf Rubber Company. 
“Thete are several views as to the 
proper pressure, and it would seem 
that the beat plan ie to inflate the 
tires until they hold their shape un- 
dec the weight of the car, without at- 
tening. 

“There ia no reason for inflating 
beyond this point and making the car 
ride hard. One of the po pres- 
sure recommendations is to inflate 
the front tires to a pressure equal to 
seventeen or eighteen times their 
cross section, and the rear tires to 
twenty times their cross section. This 
would mean that 34x4. tires would 
have a pressure of sixty-eight to sev- 
enty-two pounds on the front wheels 
and eighty unds on the rear. 
“In detePmining the pressure, it 
is better to use a gauge on the air 
line near the tire, or one applied di- 
rectly to the tire valve, rather than 
one on the alr pump, one in the 
latter n is Hable to show some- 
times 1 higher pressure actually 
exists in tiro

NATURAL GAS RATE. 
COUNCIL ASKS FOR DATA. 
By unanimous vote the City Coun- 
efi yesterday morning adopted resolu- 
tions introduced by Counciiman Con- 
asking the Board of Public 
T'tilities to forward to the Council 
data, by next Monday, on points con- 
cerning the. natural gas rete situa- 
tion. The resolutions read: 
“Whereas, the several gas distrib- 
uting companies are now, end for 


natural gas through their mains 
and taterals to consumers ir the city 
of Los Angeles: and, 

“Whereas, no rate covering the dis- 
tribution of natural gas has ever been 
fixed or established by the city: and. 

“Whereas, it ie the sense of this 
Counci? that such a rate should be 
“xed without delay. 

Sheu tnetetere be it resolved, by 
this Council, that the Board of Pub- 
fie Utilities be respectfully requested 
eo furnish this body by not later than 
Monday, October 6, 1913, informa- 
tion on the following points: 

“Firet, has the said board data at 
hand upon which it can fix @ rate 
for the distribution of natural gas: 
and, 

“Second, if it has not, when, in its 
judgment, can it be in possession of 
sufficient knowledge to do 80. 

“Third, is there any assistance 
which this Council can furnish that 
will enable the board to more prompt- 
ly proceed to fix such rate.” 

The Board of Public Utilities main- 
tame the attitude it has assumed from 
the beginning of the discussion as to 
the fixing of .the natural gas rate; 
thet K te unwise to fix such rate un- 
ii the State Railroad Commission has 


to the city limits. President McRey- ' 
holds made statements to this effect, 
and yesterday Commissioner Bekins, 
in discussing the above rerolutions, 
stated that inasmuch as the State 
Railroad Commission has set October 
23 as the time for a nearing on x- 
ing the rate outside the city, it would 
be unwise to undertake to set a rate 
for the city in advance of its deter- 
mination. 

“Even though the State Railroad 
Commission may not announce its de- 
cision immediately after the hearing 
end should take the subject under 
advisement for a reasonable length 
of time, I should say that we ought 
to await its action. Were the action 
of this board to be in the indefinite 
future, or long delayed, then I think 
that we should proceed to fix the rate 
with the data at hand, but under the 
Present circumstances, we should 
await this meeting before taking any 
further steps, said Bekins. 


.. MOHLER’S PLANS. 
ALAMEDA STREET RELIEF. 


Charles K. Mohler, rallroad en- 
gineer of the board of Public Utili- 
ties, yesterday stated that he will 
confer with the railroad officials as 
soon as possible on plans he has 
evolved looking to the removal of 
railroad trackage on a large portion 
of Alameda street and opening the 
way for new outlets of traffic through 
the “neck” of the business district 
in the northerly section, where the 
natural physical conditions compel a 
congestion and where location of 
railroad trackage and yards has fur- 
ther increased this concentration. 

Mohler's plan is that which he ex- 
Plained in detail before the City Club 
the last of May, at which time he 
showed a map illustrating his ideas. 

He would have the Santa Fe, Salt 
Lake and Southern Pacific use track- 
age to be constructed along the Pa- 
cific Electric right of way from Twen- 
tieth street into the present Arcade 
depot site or posible depot sites at 
Seventh and Central, or east of Cen- 
tral and south of Alameda. This 
would be elevated trackage. Then he 
would have elevated tracks for the 
Santa Fe and Sait Lake from the 
depot site to First street and the San- 
ta Fe trackage, where they would 
descend to grade. The plans would 
also eliminate the Seuthern Pacific 
tracks in yards and ops north-—of 
the Plana and open the way for 
through streets across the district 
that is now tied up, thus relieving the 
congestion 4nd allowing it to assume 
normal lines. 

WEEDS, BEWARE! 

POLICE ARE AFTER THEM. 

After a luxuriant growing season 
the weeds on vacant lots may well 
beware—the city’s “cops” are after 
them, end their owners. The subject 
of getting some action under the 
weed ordinance that will eompel the 
cleaning up of vacant properties has 
been passed from board to board, 
and from Council to Mayor and back 
again, until it finally lande in the 
bands of the Chief of Police through 
reference of the Police Commission. 

Yesterday the Chief sent to the 
Board of Public Works a statement 
of steps that have been taken by his 
department. In this he says: 

The Los Angeles police department 
hes had officers in each of the re- 
spective divisions detailed to serve 
weed notices on owners of all such 
vacant property, and we have done 
everything possible to enforce the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

“At a conference today between the 
captains of the divisions, representa- 
tives of the Realty Board, and my- 
self, further plans were considered 
for the enforcement of this ord- 
nance, including the preparation of 
maps on which the officers on all 
beats will designate all lots covered 
with weeds and in an unsanitary con- 
dition, and also the obtaining of 
hames and addresses of the present 
owners of such property through the 
Los Angeles Map and Address Com- 


pany. 


An immense protest making a bulky 
volume was filed with the City Clerk 
yesterday by property owners on the 
East Side against the proposed open- 
ing and widening of Griffith avenue, 
from Avenue 28 to Avenue 57. The 
fight for this improvement has been 
catried on for two years or more, and 
there have been numerous spirited 
hearings before the Council and its 
committees on the subject. The pro- 
test will again open up the campaign 
on both sides.

Wheeler's 
resolution, introduced recently in the 
Council and referred to this commit- 
tee, provides that such a commission 
shall consist of three persons, one to 
be a representative of the employers, 
one a representative of organized la- 
bor and the third neutral, and that 
one of the commissioners must be a 
woman.

CLAIMANT 
TO HEIRSHIP. 


GRANDNIECE' OF ARCADIA DE 
BAKER APPEARS. 
— — — 


Seeks to Prevent Distribution of 
Seven-Mimon- Dollar Fortune Un- 
til Her Claims that Entire Prop- 
erty Was Promised Her Are Ad- 
judicated. 


— — 

Another claimant to the $7,000,000 
estate of Mrs. Arcadia B. de Baker 
caused a buzz of excitement in court 
yesterday among the Stearns and de 
Baker heirs in the spirited contest 
for a partial distribution of the es- 
tate. This claimant, who alleges that 
Mrs. de Baker promised to leave her 
all of her property at her death, is 
Arcadia Bandino Brennan, grand- 
niece and namesake. * 

Mrs. Brennan brought suit yester- 

day against the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company, administrator of the 
de Baker estate, H. W. O'Melveny 
and Ralph Bandino, executors, and 
the de Baker and Stearns heirs. She 
asks the court to enjoin the defend- 
ants from applying for a distribution 
of the estate until her suit is deter- 
mined, and for the appointment of a 
receiver. She is represented by At- 
torneys L. L. Boone and J. J. Bren- 
nan of San Diego. 
In her complaint, Mrs. Brennan 
sets forth that Mrs. de Baker, called 
Tia Baker, sent her to the Sacred 
Heart Convent at Oakland in 1902. 
In the following year she states, con- 
ditions were unsatisfactory because 
Artura Bandino, half brother and 
business agent of Mrs. de Baker, neg- 
lected to remit funds as directed, 
and she left the school to take a po- 
sition as companion and instructor of 
English with a Spanish-speaking fam 
ily of San Francisco. 

She says this displeased Tia Baker, 
who sent word through Artura for 
her to come to Los Angeles. On No- 
vember 19, 1903, Mrs. Brennan al- 
leges, Mrs. de Baker said to her: “If 
you will stay with me and take good 
care of me, then everything I have 
will be yours when 1 die.” This 
statement was reiterated, she says, on 
many occasions. Mrs. Brennan re- 
mained with Mrs. de Baker, en- 
deavoring to make her comfortabie 
and happy, at the sacrifice of her 
own social life, she declares. 

In the proceedings before Judge 
Rives yesterday argument was re- 
sumed on the two vitgl questions, 
whether Mrs. de Baker was the 
widow of Abel Stearns, her first hus- 
band, or the widow of R. S. Baker, 
her second husband, and whether the 
estate involved is the separate prop- 
erty of Stearns or community prop- 
erty. The solution of these questions 
will determine whether the Stearns 
heirs or the de Baker heirs get the 
large estate. 

his is the first known case where 
the constitutionality of the law of 
1907, involving. the right of sharing 
in an estate, has come up. The 
Stearns heirs construe the law  fa- 
vorably to themselves. The de Baker 
heirs argue it does not apply. 


FRACTURE; FORTUNE. 
DESCENDANT OF SONGSTRESS. 
Jenny Lind, 22 vears old, a de- 

scendant of the famous songstress, 
was awarded $20,000 damages against 
John D. Gentry in Judge Crow's 
court yesterday for permanent in- 
jury to her leg, due to an accident 
in which Gentry’s machine figured 
November 16, 1912. 

Miss Gentry, the daughter of Den- 
mark parents who trace their ancestry 
back to the prima donna, brought 
suit for $35,000 damages. The jury 
found for her in the large sum on 
the first batlot. 

The accident happened on South 
Olive street. Gentry’s machine was 
approaching a garage and, it was 
alleged, owing to the negligence of 
the driver she was struck, her leg 
being fractured. Gentry declared the 
girl became panicky.

HUBBY RELUCTANTLY SUES.

Father Cornelius Scannell, one of 
the oldest Catholic priests in this dio- 
cese, died yesterday afternoon at the 
home of his sister,- Mrs. Holderman, 
No. 1910 Santa Barbara avenue. after 
a lingering illness; aged 68 years.

TEN-YEAR CAMPAIGN. 

The criminal operations of the 
Gondorf gang stretch over a period 
of ten years. Always it was the same 
game—a fake tip on a horse race, a 
few rich men willing to double or 
treble their money, and then the 
awakening to the sordid fact that it 
was, after all, only a ewindle, 

The Gondorf gang, as originally 
constituted, waa headed by George 
Gondorf. Rl brothers, Charles and 


Fred, were also in the ring. George 


Gondorf was mdicted for a felony in 
connection with the fake race-track 
betting and recently jumped his 825, 
000 ball in New York. The others 
are under arrest. 

“Count” Tarbaux, now under ar- 
rest, added his services to the gang. 
Peter Dowsey, a western man, was 
another. It was he who found in the 
West men with rolls. He took them 
to New York to trim the race tracks 
and then trimmed them himself, with 
the aid of his confederates. He is 
in jail. 

John Carter, alias “Curty” Carter, 
is also in jail. He is implicated in 
the operations of the gang. 

McCrea, associate of rich men, who 
had the entree to several swell clubs, 
was also known as Frank Wilkins, 
George Martin, George Mahoney and 
several other aliases. 

ONLY A “HANDLE.” 

“What's in a name?” asked Leut. 
Leigh, last night. “A name means 
nothing to a thief.” 

Simeon E. Jones of New York 
thought to swell his coffers by the 
easy money of the rece track, The 
Gondorf gang encouraged him in that 
laudable ambition. He was steered 
into the center of the circle and was 
sheared as neatly as a lamb. His 
loss was $20,000. 

Simeon put up a mighty roar and 
the grand jury heard about it. That 
was last October. The Gondorf gang 
was indicted and ever since there has 
been a combing of the continent to 
land the members in Jail. 

The operations of the Gondorf gang 
recall the arrest in this city five years 
ago of Walker, president of a bank 
at Meriden, Ct., who was connected 
with the gang. Walker was indicted 
for his complicity in the operations, 
was sent to fall and died there. The 
swindle in the case in which he fig- 
ured amounted to $300,000.

PLAN A SUBWAY 
THROUGH HILL. 


First-Street Improvement on 
a Broad Scale. 


Many ‘Associations Unite on 
Salient Features.

Spineless Variety Goes to River 
side County for Forage Plants. 


One hundred thousand plants or 


cuttings of spineless cactus is the 
reccrd deal closed yesterday by the 
Luther Burbank Company through 
its local representative, Bingham . 
Wilson. This is said to be tue larg 
est number of plants secured fer any 
plantation in the history of Burbank’s 
wor.der Flant. 

The shipment is to go to the ranch 
of the El Campo Investment and 
Land Company, near Arlington, 4 
few miies south of Riverside, where 
the land is being plowed for the 
plants. The first two carloads were 
started at once. The El Campo 
company is a Los Angeles concern, 
but is composed largely of Canadian 
capitalists, a number of whom al- 
ready have transferred their homes 
to this city. 

The company expects to be plant- 
ing cactus for two months, and by 
Christmas to have the largest acre+ 
age of the Burbank spineless any 
where south of the Burbank plants 
tion at Livermore. The cactus 16 
planted because of its forage value, 
as the Canadian syndicate intends te 
enter the hog and cattle business 
Experiments at the recent State Fair 
at Sacramento are said to have de- 
veloped an increase of 25 per cent. in 
milk yleld from cows fed with the 
Burbank spineless cactus over green- 
alfalfa-fed cows, while hogs in- 
creased their weight a pound a day 
on the same feed. 

A big order was received from 
Texas yesterday, and an inquiry from 
Don Dante Cusi of Mexico City for 
sufficient cuttings to plant 1000 acres, 
which would take more than the en 
tire Burbank plantation could supply 
at one time.

Teaco, general secretary at Shanghai, 


W. E. McVay first introduced Mr. 
Ellicott, who talked interestingly of 


Dr.jthe part prominent business men of | 


China are taking in the work of the 
T. M. C. A. As an evidence that these 
are really “prominent” business men, 
he cited among others the case of the 
owner of a large iron furnace, who 
employs 5000 men and is at present 
filling a fifteen-year contract for pig- 
fron on this coast. Before closing 
his brief talk he referred to the great 
sacrifice that Mr. Tsao id making for 
the purpose of remaining in the work 
of the association. 

The Chinese secretary was in a lu- 
erative position as a teacher, but left 
it that he might follow the other 
work at a much smaller salary. His 
English is so perfect that many Amer- 
icans might learn from him, and yet 
he was educated entirely in the mis- 
sion schools of China and never spent 
but a single year in this country. He 
began by saying: 

“If Mr. Elliott will agree to inter- 

pret for me, I very much prefer to 
talk in Chinese. It is always em- 
barrassing to mes to talk in a for- 
éign tongue in a foreign country.” 
He then referred to the strong tie 
existing between his association and 
the Los Angeles association, which 
contributed this year $6000 toward the 
support of the work in Shanghai. 
“I like to work with the associa- 
tion,” he continued, “because it 8 
the best way to reach the young men, 
and I have decided to stay with it as 
long a& they wish me to stay, that I 
may be an example and encourage- 
ment to other Chinese. 

“The old China has emerged into 
the new republic, and there has been 
sown among the Chinese people a 
strong desire for greater development 
along Christian and educational lines. 

“Bome people think the President 
of China is trying to set up a dynasty, 
but he is not. He is doing the best 
he can. It is certain he is not at- 
tempting to make himself Emperor, 
for he is surrounded by educated men 
who would advise him differently. He 
is trying to be fair with the people,

nel. The essence of the design is that 
the walls of the tunnel are reduced 
to a thickness of eighteen inches and 
are built of steel columns and re- 
inforced concrete, and that the roof of 
the tunnel is a slab of concrete sup- 
ported upon a system of steel arches 
and steel trusses. 

“This design gives a width of road- 
way at street level of twenty-six feet 
in the clear in the railway compart- 
ment, and thirty-eight feet to thirty- 
mine and a half feet in the clear in 
the vehicle compartment. The railway 
compartment provides two tracks for 
street cars operated at high speed 
and in such way asto endanger 
neither the passengers in the cars nor 
the public passing through the ad- 
joining compartment. 

“The vehicle compartment is di- 
vided into four tracks nine feet wide 
(in addition to the curbing) and it is 
proposed that, as first constructed, one 
of these tracks be fitted as a sidewalk, 
which will be ten feet wide, and the 
other three tracks be kept for vehicles 
and so controlled that two lanes will 
be in use with the rush of the traf- 
fic westbound in the evening and east- 
bound in the morning. 

“The design of the steel work is 
such that when occasion calls the lane 
theretofore utilized for a sidewalk can 
be used for vehicle traffic, and the 
sidewalk built through the overhead 
trusses, which are designed and built 
ready for this purpose and which in 
effect will be at essentially half the 
level between Broadway and Hill 
stree 


liminary designs for this sub- 
way have been worked out and sub- 
mitted to the City Engineer and to the 
City Council. No variation is made 
from the right-of-way now owned by 
the city, and the City Engineers es- 
timates of cost are not altered ex- 
cepting as to the substitution of con- 
crete and steel for brick. 

“The essential difference between 
the masonry-lined tunnel proposed by 
the City Engineer and the subway 
herein proposed is that the capacity 
of the subway is from three to five 
times the capacity of the masonry- 
lined tunnel and that the roof of the 
subway is to be d on steel col- 
umnes instead of masonry walls These 
columns have spread bases below the 
floor level and are to have caps ex- 
tended into and anchored to the roof 
arches so as to give absolute rigidity. 

“Your committee recommends the 
use of a fiat concrete slab for the roof 
supported on steel trusses and steel 
arches, but the essential is only in the 
use of steel columns to obtain the 
greater and necessary capacity. 
WEST FROM TUNNEL. 


“Tt is proposed and advised that 
West First street westward from the 
portal of .the tunnel be improved by 
widening to a total width of 120 feet, 
which widening will be made mostly 
by condemnation and gift of property 
on the south side of the present 
street: and that First street be so Im- 
proved from the western portal of the 
tunnel to the city limits by way of 
First street to Commonwealth avenue, 
thence diagonally by a new street to 
the corner of Vermont and Temple, 
thence westward on Temple to the city 
limits, and your committee is assured 
that the owners of property westward 
from this point have offered free 
right-of-way for continuing practically 
to the ocean. 

‘This design will make First street 

the principal cross-town street of Los 
Angeles, and will build up that section 
of the city so that First street will 
support a larger traffic and do a larger 
business than is now done on Broad- 
way. 
Among the organizations repre- 
sented at yesterday's meeting were 
the West First-street Improvement 
Association, the North, Northeast and 
Northwest Improvement Association 
and the First and Second-street Im- 
provement Association. In addition 
many individuals who are vitally in- 
terested in that section of the city 
and not affillated with these orgahiza- 
smo were present and indorsed the 
plan.

IFE INSURANCE 
WASTED HERE. 


GERMAN EXPERT ADVISES STUDY 
BY THE PEOPLE, 


“The American public shows ignor- 
ance and extravagant waste in buy- 
ing its life insurance,” A. M. Fern, a 
student of life insurance economics 
from Berlin, declared yesterday at the 
Lankershim. “The principles of life 
insurance should be taught in the 
public schools, colleges and universi- 
ties. 


“Life insurance is taught as a 
course of study in the universities of 
Germany now and the indications are 
that very soon it will be taught 
the public schools. I took a course 
in the life insurance economics in 
the University of Heidelberg. 

“The average life of an insurance 
policy in the United States is eight 
years; in England, twelve years, and 
in Germany, sixteen years. The prin- 
cipal reasons why so many policies

lapse in America are because of the 
general ignorance of the public on 
the subject and because too much 
life ineurance is bought on the basis 
of friendship. 

“The average American man does 
not take time to investigate the sub- 
ject of life insurance and takes out a 
policy usually because he has a friend 
who is an agent. A few years later 
he is likely to permit another agent 
to talk another kind of policy and 
let the first one lapse. The rivalry 
between insurance agents and their 
‘knocking’ tactics—to use an Amert- 
can slang expression—are bad for 
the public. 
here is a vast amount of litera- 
türe on the subject of life insurance, 
but at present the insurance arents 
are about the only ones who study it. 
While the principles of life insurance 
are mathematica! and, in a way, con- 
| fusing, they can be simplified so tha 
School children could master them. 
Text-books should be written on the 
subject and studied in the schools. 

»I think that the time is not far 
distant when a young person, leaving 
school, will not be considered edu- 
cated unless he can, with the help 
of preparatory tables, solve all lite 
insurance problems. 

“Prof. Edmond Lesser, instructor 
of life insurance economics in the 
University of Heidelberg, started a 
movement in Germany to educate the 
general public on the subject of life 
insurance. Free lectures on the sub- 
ject have been given in many parts 
of the empire, It is an excellent 
pian, and I belleve that shortly it 
will be adopted both in Engiand and 
America.” 

Fern said that he regarded the ex- 
periments in compulsor insurance in 
England and Germany as faflures. 

“According to the compulsory ir- 
surance law in England, the working- 
man paid one-third of the premium 
and the employer two-thirds,” the 
expert continued. “It has deve'oped 
that the laborers have to bear all of 
the burden because the employers 
find a way to charge their portion 
back to them.”

Detectives Who Have Been Work- 
ing Thirteen to Toll but Nine by 
Police Chief's Order. 


Detectives in the pallies 
were pleased yesterday when they 
read an order from the Chief of Po- 
lice creating a new working sched- 
ule for pilainclothesmen, which cuts 
down their hours from thirteen a day 
to nine. The oldest detectives in the 
department say this is the first time 
that a nine-hour rule has been put 
into effect for plainclothesmen. 

The change provides for four shifts 
of detectives. Heretofore they hae 
been working ten hours one day and 
fifteen the next, and often on the 
short-hour days many of the men 
have had cases which carried them 
past their quitting time, so that 
really the limit of their industry was 
determined by their ability to remain 
awake. 

Beginning yesterday ten 4etectives 
worked from 8 o'clock a.m, to 5 pm.; 
nine from 10 a:m. until 7 p.m., and 
the regular office shifts and details 
worked accordingly in separate shifte. 
The Chief further provided that de- 
tectives are to have every other Sun- 
day off.

ASSOCIATION HAS TROUBLE. 


Incidentally the Association Prom- 

ises Trouble to Those Who Violate 

Their Selling Agreements. 

DINUBA, Oct. 3.—James Madison, 
manager of the Associated Raisin 
Company, the growers’ organization 
which is now in control of the raisin 
market, has issued a circular letter 
in which he charges that packing 
firms not naw affiliated with the as- 
sociation are keeping their raisin 
plants open at night and are receiv- 
ing stolen goods, that is, goods which 
are under contract for delivery to 
the association and which have been 
sold to the grower’s concern. 

Madison's letter says in part: 

“It is surprising to think that pre- 
sumably reputable concerns, not as- 
sociated with this corporation, will 
keep their houses open in the dead 
of night for the purpose of receiving 
raisins that may be strictly called 
stolen goods, because they are deliv- 
ered by some weak-minded grower 
who has signed a contract for sale of 
his goods to this corporation but who 
in the dark of night steals away to 
deliver goods to packers who keep 
their doors open to receive that class 
of goods at a time when right-minded 
people are not doing business and 
who will take advantage of growers 
who do not understand the meaning 
of their contracts.” :

CONSERVATIVE. 


Long Beach Officials Refuse 
to Be Hurried. 


Proposition to Build Private 
Pier Is Referred. 


Former Publisher Celebrates 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 3.—Gitven an 
opportunity once more to secure a 
private plier on the water front, with 
a promise of a diversity of amuse- 
ments for attractions for the visiting 
public, to say nothing of having the 
long-discussed controversy of high 
tide line fixed without further litiga- 
tion, the City Council is showing a 
wariness not in keeping with past 
performances, according to their op- 
ponents in politica] life. 

Last night, after a three hours’ 
discussion of the proposition of E. 
B. Campbell, the entire matter was 
referred to the City Attorney and 
Franchise and Lease Committee to 
thresh out and report next 
night. 

Campbell, who owns abutting prop- 
erty on the Strand, and desires to 
have the question of title settled 
forever, has made a proposition to 
the Council to purchase the disputed 
land from the Strand company, deed 
to the city twenty-four feet of the 
south walk, now privately owned, 
and in addition will establish a fixed 
tide line ninety feet from the north 
line of the walk, deeding to the city 
a two-foot strip on the south, be- 
yond which the city will control all 
tide land accretions. In return he 
wants a thirty-five-year lease on this 
strip and 600 feet out in the ocean 
on which to erect an amusement pier 
and will pay 2 per cent., of the 
receipts annually. 

The result of this would be to set- 
tle the appeal suit now pending in 
the Supreme Court, but will leave 
unsettled a similar suit against the 
bath-house people, and whatever 
cleud this litigation has placed upon 
other beach property, the Council 
last night seemed to consider that 
they were pledged to push the ques- 
tion of a definite high tide line to a 
decision tn the Supreme Court and 
wanted Campbell to go ahead on his 
original proposition to pay an addi- 
tional rental of $1600 a year if he 
did not get possession of the dis- 
puted land. In an effort to get to- 
gether on some proposition which 
would not affect the appeal case the 
conference was ordered.

Finish by January.

GENERAL BUILDING BOOM. 


Owensmouth Seems to Have Been 
an Elixir Which 


OWENSMOUTH, Oct. 3--A gen- | 


eral building boom is on here and 
the outcome means some very costly 
structures will be added to the list 
of improvements. The grammar 
school building has its foundation 
well under way, and the superstruc- 
ture will not be delayed many days. 
The bank building has progressed so 
far that the artificers are putting on 
the final finishes in the interior. The 
bank building is one of the finest in 
the county for a town of its size. 

The third building is an immense 

garage just started on Broadway. It 
will be of solid brick and cement, 
with enamel brick trimmings anu 
front wall. The structure will be 
60x90 feet, and will be one of the 
most modern, up-to-date garages in 
the county. With all these commer- 
clal blocks, the town is in the midst 
of a healthy industrial growth that 
will count toward the many improve- 
ments already a reality. The esti- 
mated cost of these buildings will 
total close to $50,000. 

The temporary school quarters are 
already in a congested condition, and 
the corps of teachers must neces- 
sarily feel a serious handicap in the 
important work devolving upon them. 
Principal Joseph Gerard is master- 
ing the situation with commendable 
judgment, and every pupil has caught 
the spirit of the master of education 
and with the general interest of all 
the pupils, the inconveniences are 
paksed over with very little difficulty. 

The Suburban Homes Company has 
expended thousands of dollars with- 
in the past few months building roads 
and streets in and out of Owens- 
mouth. North and South Canoga 
avenue is just about finished, some 
four miles of the best macadamized 
road in the county. H. J. Whitley, 
general manager for the company, 
has kept a large working force of 
men, teams and road machinery on 
the job under the competent care of 
Superintendent Neeley. Canoga ave- 
nue connects the State Highway on 
the south with the county boulevard 
on the north at Chatsworth, arid pass- 
ing through Owensmouth. The Su- 
pervisors are planning to finish the 
uncompleted stretch north of the 
townsite, and then the road will be 
thrown open to the public. 


STREET WORK. 


Street work in the townsite is going 
on with Broadway, Emmett and Ala- 
bama avenues. This work will all 
be completed at about the same time, 
and with its completion will follow 
the lighting of the town with elec- 
tricity. The equipment is now in- 
stalled on all the business streets, and 
the electroliers are three and five 
cluster arc lights of strong reflectors. 
This will be but a small item com- 
pared with the lighting of Sherman 
way, which is being equipped with 
electroliers ail along the great boule- 
vard for sixteen miles. Upon making 
the survey of the lighting system 
along Sherman way it was found 
necessary to add two more lights at 
Marion and two at Owensmouth. 

The lighting of the State highway 
from South Sherm way to Work- 
man avenue has been settled and the 
work will be carried out installing 
the equipment at once. This ex- 
pense, it is claimed, will be borne by 
the surplus moneys left over from the 
0 survey on Sherman way.
